Nikita Sends Letter Accepting Joint Space Exploration 


Kennedy Studies Plan 


—Has No Comment Yet 


MOSCOW (iP — Soviet Prel 
mier Nikita Khrushchev sent 
a message today to President 
John F Kennedy agreeing to 
cooperate in exploring space. 
He said immediate coopera­ 
tion was possible in the use of 
artificial satellites for long dis­ 
tance communications. 
. Further he proposed close 
cooperation in the use of space 
ships in weather forecasting. 
The message was read over 
Moscow Radio. 
In Washington, the White 
House said Khrushchev’s space 
cooperation proposal was re­ 
ceived by the president last 
night but he will have no com­ 
ment until he has had a chance 
to study the letter. 
Kennedy had proposed to 
Khrushchev that the two pow­ 
ers cooperate in various space 
programs such as communica­ 
tions, the tracking of satellites, 
weather research and the meas­ 
uring of the earth’s magnetic 
field. 
The Soviet premier said it 
was “desirable to have an in­ 
ternational 
agreement” 
t o 
bring closer cooperation in use 
of space ships and particularly 
in giving greater security to 
astronauts. 
Khrushchev 
suggested 
the 
two nations get together in 
launching observation rockets 
to the moon and planets. 
His letter and said all coun­ 
tries should have equal oppor* 


tunities for space exploration. 
Therefore, the Soviet govern­ 
ment suggested a series of joint 
research ventures including: 
1. Use 
of 
artifical 
earth 
satellites for à long distance 
communications system. 
2. Organization of a world­ 
wide weather observation ser­ 
vice using satellites. 
3. Organization observations, 
both radio and optical, under 
a 
joint program 
of objects 
launched in the direction of 
the moon, Mars, Venus and 
other planets. 
4. Pooling of efforts in the 
study of the physics of inter­ 
planetary space and celestial 
bodies. 
Khrushchev said Soviet rep­ 
resentatives in the U. N. space 
committee would be instructed 
to meet the U. S. representa­ 
tives “to discuss practical prob­ 
lems of cooperation in explora­ 
tion and peaceful uses of outer 
space.” 
Khrushchev went on to ex­ 
press satisfaction that his own

Amendment Protects 


Ranchers In Area 


The House Interior Committee today unanimously 
voted the Point Reyes National Seashore bill to the House 
with recommendation that it be enacted. 


Ranchers in opposition were given protection by ar* 
amendment giving them the right, in case they can nc 
longer use their land for ranching, to make other use 
subject to a governr-ient condemnation right. 


If the bill is approved by the House, it will go to con 
ference committee for threshing out mostly minor dif­ 
ferences from an already enacted Senate measure. Chiei 
present divergence is concerning small Duck Cove, in­ 
cluded in the seashore by the 
House committee but exclud­ 
ed by the Senate version. 
“Presidential 
signature 
by 
mid-May seem s possible,” said 
Rep. Clem Miller (D-Cortc Ma­ 
dera). 
Marin C o u n t y Supervisor 
Peter Behr was in the commit­ 
tee chamber when final ap­ 
proval was given the bill in 
53,000-acre form. 


RANCHERS VIEW 
San Rafael attorney Bryan 
McCarthy, who flew to Wash­ 
ington last week but couldn’t 
go today, said ranchers whom 
he represents “still feel the 
seashore should be no bigger 
than 20,000 to 25,000 acres, 
leaving the dairy ranches out 
entirely.” 
“But if it has to be 53.000 
acres,” McCarthy added, “the 
amendment by Rep. Ralph Riv­ 
ers (D-Alaska) has made the 
bill generally satisfactory by 
giving fairer treatment.” 


RANCHER COMPLAINTS 
The r a n c h e r s had com ­ 
plained that earlier versions 
restricted use of their land 
without giving guarantee that 
the government would buy it. 
McCarthy 
said 
under 
the 
amendment, if a rancher lost 
his dairy contract and was thus 
forced 
out 
of 
business 
he 
would be able to subdivide or 
make any other use of his land 
p r o v i d e d the government 
would not put up purchase 
money. But the government 
retains the right to condemn 
in such case. 
“The battle is by no means 
over and there will be opposi­ 
tion on the floor of the House,” 
said Congressman Miller, “but 
I am confident that the final 
outcome will be favorable.”

In a m em orandum D u l l e s 
said, “There has been here, I 
believe, an honest m isunder­ 
standing. This was probably 
due to the nature of the mes- 
| sage Mr. Nixon writes he re­ 
ceived as to these briefings. 
The Cuban situation was, of 
course, dealt with in the brief­ 
ings I gave Sen. Kennedy. 


“My briefings were intelli­ 
gence briefings on the world 
situation. They did not cover 
our own governm ent’s plans or 
programs for action, overt or 
covert.”

He did this, Nixon contend­ 
ed, after having been briefed 
about the training of Cuban 
exiles. 


Nixon said that Kennedy’s 
call for stronger action put 
him on the spot and forced 
him to take a public stand at 
variance with his actual views 
because “the operation had to 


be protected at all costs. I must 
not suggest even by implica­ 
tion that the United States was 
rendering aid to rebel forces 
in and out of Cuba. In fact, I 
m ust go to the other extreme; 
I m ust attack the Kennedy pro­ 
posal to provide such aid as 
wrong and irresponsible be­ 
cause 
it 
would 
violate 
our 
treaty commitments.” 
H e did just that, according 
to a transcript of the fourth 
Kennedy-Nixon television de­ 
bate. He called K ennedy’s Cu­ 
ban proposals “probably the 
most dangerously irresponsible 


recommendations” of the cam­ 
paign. 
He said if the United States 
supported a Cuban invasion 
“we would lose alL of our 
friends in Latin America, we 
would probably be condemned 
in the United Nations and we 
would not accomplish our ob­ 
jective.” 
He added: “ It would be an 
open invitation to Mr. Khrush­ 
chev to come in, to come into 
Latin America and to engage 
us in what would be a civil 
war, and possibly even worse 
than that.”

Kennedy knew of plans for the 
invasion at the tim e of the 
campaign, read the following 
statement: 
“The President does not be­ 
lieve the intelligence briefings 
are a proper subject of public 
debate, but in the light of the 
account in Mr. Nixon’s book 
it is necessary to say that the 
then Sen.

his election setback.

Action On Substandard Sites 


3 Months After Variances 


Marin County Declared Rabies 
Area For Fifth Straight Year 


San Anselmo City Council 
ordered a stop-work today on 
two homes, which had been 
approved on substandard but 
legal building sites last Dec. 
23. 
The 
action to stop work 
came last night after a mass 
protest 
by 
a 
delegation 
of 
neighbors, backed by a protest 
petition containing 30 signa­ 
tures. 
The lots are at 401 and 409 
Scenic Avenue in the Bush 
Tract, near the Fairfax border. 
The 
foundation 
is 
already 
poured on one of the lots. 
City Administrator Douglas 
Flautt and City Atty. John G. 
Buresh gave this background 
on the two lots: 
Each site is slightly over 2,- 
000 square feet. However, both 
lots were in existence before 
1939 when the city zoning or­ 
dinance wrent into effect. This 
means they are buildable lots. 
On that basis, the planning 
commission 
grantee? setback 
variances last Dec. 13. approv­ 
ing construction to developer 
Jay Simon of Corte Madera. 
Charles R. Leitzell, chairman 
of the planning commission, 
said the lots are only 38 feet 
deep, lying between tw'o roads. 
If the legal 15-foot setback 
were required on both front 
and back, only eight feet would 
remain in the center for a 
house. Since both lots are legal 
building sites, the commission 
granted the variance, Leitzell 
explained. 
Monday n i g h t , developer 


Hoyd J. 
Nolen 
of Fairfax 
tried to get a similar variance 
for 405 Scenic Avenue, a lot 
which lies between the two 
Simon properties. 
A delegation of neighbors 
protested vigorously and the 
planning commission rejected 
the variance for 405 Scenic in 
a 4-to-2 vote. Now, «the neigh­ 
bors want to nrevent construc­ 
tion on the other two lots. 


Ray B. West of 300 Scenic 
Avenue last night led a pro- 
test delegation of about 20 


i residents at the city council 
meeting. 


West pointed out that one 
of the lots is 2.009 sauare feet 
and the other is 2,236 square 
feet. He declared homes on 
such substandard lots would 
turn the area into a slum. West 
said taxes on the propertv 
amounted to about $1.50 to $2 
per year. 


He said he and his neighbors 
were not aware that building 
approval had been given on the 
two lots last December. 
On motion of Councilman 
Robert E. Rouse, the council 
ordered a stop-work on the 
homes as 
of this morning. 
Councilmen asked the city ad­ 
ministrator and the city at­ 
torney to have a report by next 
Tuesday. 
City Attorney Buresh warned 
repeatedly that stopping work 
now, three months after ap­ 
proval had been granted, could 
lead to damage claims by the 
owner.

Censorship Not The Way 
To Assure Subdivision Truth 


There's a public hearing next Tues­ 
day at. which proposed censorship of 
real estate advertising will be the prin­ 
cipal topic of discussion. 
The m atter comes before the public 
under u n u s u a l circumstances. The 
eight - point 
"Subdivision Advertising 
Practices Which May Not Be U sed" has 
been proposed by Real Estate Commis­ 
sioner Wynne Savage. 
But last week, the Real Estate Com­ 
mission. which is an advisory body to 
the commissioner, voted unanimously 
that the proposed regulations should be 
eliminated. 
Savage has the final say and the last 
we heard the public hearing was still on, 
indicating he pays little attention to his 
advisory commission. 
Major issue in this battle, which has 
been going on for a year or so now. is 
Savage's demand that he be given een- 
s o r s h i p authority or — as he more 
euphoniously puts it — pre-publication 
approval of subdivision advertising. 
Now we don't favor untruthful or de- 


When the tide of spring sweeps into 
Marin with a yellow, pink and white surf 
of blossoms, most of us are e l a t e d . 
Spring at last.’ 
The hills and dales are green with 


ceptive advertising, but the state al­ 
ready has adequate laws against it. Time 
and again the California Newspaper 
Publishers 
representatives 
in 
Sacra­ 
mento have tried to pin Savage down as 
to whether he has ever attempted to 
stamp out the type of advertising he re­ 
fers to by prosecuting under present 
law. 
The facts show he hasn't. 
Instead, he wants to be set up as cen­ 
sor of what advertisers say; it would be 
easier for him. Besides, he would be 
able to build a tremendous bureaucracy 
with a huge staff to read and pass on the 
tremendous number of subdivision ad­ 
vertisements every day in California. 
Censorship is not the way to bring 
truth to advertising. The right way is 
to make the advertiser responsible for 
what he says in his ads. 
That's the way the law reads now. 
We think Real Estate Commissioner 
Savage is derelict in his duty for not en ­ 
forcing present law if, as he charges, 
there are flagrant violations.

T he many years Jo h n spent 
at the state Capitol lobbying 
for the interests of the news­ 
papers.

unjust laws proposed by peo­ 
ple afraid of the truth, will 
stand as a m o n u m e n t to de­ 
cent representation. 
Never once was he mixed 
in a shady deal.

The secret of his success 
was that he loved people. A n d 
as a result, people loved Long. 
This accounts for the h u n ­ 
dreds u pon h u n d r e d s of 
friends he m ade throughout 
the state and nation, not only 
among his own fraternity, b u t 
in all o th e r fields as well. F o r 
Long was as much at hom e 
with the barbers and the bot* 
blacks as he was with the gov­ 
ernors an d judges, sometimes 
even more. 


LONG’S RETIREMENT an d 
subsequent passing marks the 
end of a n era in legislative 
advocacy and a type of lobby­ 
ing which probably never will 
be seen again. Many are the 
times Long walked into n c o m ­ 
mittee room and by the sh e e r 
force of his personality se­ 
cured approval or disapprov­ 
al of legislation. 
The "little giant ' n e v e r 
abused his standing as a lob­ 
byist, nor did he take ad v an t­ 
age of his position because he 
re p re se n te d the press. 
His 
accomplishments were based 
on m erit and principle.

Jubilee Celebration Begins 


To Honor Hadassah's Founder 
fl

She was a small woman, 
and she once said she was 
able to work 18 hours a day 
because she kept the Sabbath 
and nad a cast-iron stomach. 
She 
was Henrietta 
Szold. 
Z a 
u years ag0 f°unded 
Hadassah, women’s Zionist or­ 
ganization of America, with 12 
women. T o d a y its 318,000 
members 
begin a year-long 
celebration. 
The national chairman of the 
golden jubilee, Rose Halprin. 
ranking Zionist woman in the 
world outside Israel, recalls 
Miss Szold as "very quiet, but 
with a bit of a temper; with­ 
out ego, tremendously crea­ 
tive.” 


BO R\ A RABBI’S daughter 
in 1860, Miss Szold was as mili- 
tantly devoted to American 
democracy as she was intense­ 
ly Jewish. “She was a good 
example of the synthesis of 
two 
cultures,” Mrs. Halprin 
points out. 
A teacher, writer translator, 
historian, 
Miss 
Szold 
estab­ 
lished in Baltimore the first 
night classes for immigrants. 
In 1909 she visited Palestine 
and was appalled at the high 
mortality rate of mothers and 
babies. Back in this country 
ihe organized H a d a s s a h — 


which is Hebrew for Queen 
Esther — and in 1913 sent two 
trained American nurses to 
Palestine to begin mother-child 
care as a start of a health pro­ 
gram. 
During World War I Hadas­ 
sah was asked to send a medi­ 
cal unit. A group of 44 doctors, 
nurses, dentists and sanitary 
engineers landed in 1918, set 
up hospitals 
in 
five 
major 
cities and a nursing school in 
Jerusalem. 


“THAT WAS at a time in a 
part of the world where a girl 
was trained to stay in the 
home as wife and mother,” 
says Mrs. Halprin. 
Hadassah’s medical unit was 
to Miss Szold the beginnings of 
‘‘countrywide constructive in­ 
stitutional 
medical 
service,” 
and in effect laid the ground­ 
work for public health in what 
later became the state of Is­ 
rael. 
Today the huge medical cen­ 
ter at Kiryat Hadassah—Ha­ 
dassah Town—on Jerusalem’s 
outskirts carries on the origi­ 
nal p rev en tiv e-cu rativ e ap­ 
proach 
by 
consolidating 
its 
healing, teaching and research 
facilities. 
“And we’ve turned our eyes 
to the emerging countries of 
Africa that need help desper­ 


ately,” explains Mrs. Halprin. 
Israel is teaching African doc­ 
tors and nurses in s p e c i a l 
courses, and sending out medi­ 
cal teams to assist and advise. 


After Hitler came to power, 
Miss Szold, then 73, started a 
career in child rescue and re­ 
habilitation. To date more than 
100,000 J e w i s h youngsters 
have been saved, educated and 
made a part of the community. 


SHE LIVED TO be 84. still 
fighting for the Zionist dream 
of a Jewish national home in 
Palestine and at the same time 
trying to establish friendly un­ 
derstanding between Arab and 
Jew. 
“She was the greatest Jew­ 
ish woman of our generation,” 
says 
Mrs. 
Halprin, 
“and 
a 
greater one than this genera­ 
tion has produced or is likely 
to.” 
Mrs. Halprin, mother of two 
and grandmother of six, has 
been active in Hadassah for 
30 years. 
“We’re not an organization, 
we’re a way of life. It makes us 
reach a little higher. If you 
make an organization hold on 
to the high principles it had 
at its founding, you can not 
only reach 50 years, but go on 
and on.” (£)

national 
income has declined at least 
10 per cent, creating the grav­ 
est economic crisis there since 
the end of the Korean War, ac­ 
cording to researchers at the 
Hoover Institution of Stanford 
University. 


“Economically, the Chinese 
Communists have never been 
so vulnerable as they are now,” 
declared 
research 
associate 
Y. L. Wu, currently on leave 
as professor of international 
business at University of San 
Francisco. Author of “An Eco­ 
nomic Survey of Communist 
China 
and “Economic War­ 
fare,” Professor Wu has stud- 


ied the Chinese Communist 
economy since 1951. 
The 
Chinese 
Communists’ 
widely publicized “great leap 
forward” of 1958-59 has been 
followed by a “big slide back­ 
ward” in 1960 and 1961, Wu 
said. 
In 1960, he estimated, main­ 
land China’s gross domestic 
production of goods and serv- 


ices was less than one sixth the 
U.S. total. Since Communist 
China has nearly four times 
the total U.S. population, out­ 
put per person was less than 
1/24 the average for this coun­ 
try. 
Food shortages, wdiile im­ 
portant, are only part of the 
economic problem now plagu­ 
ing the Communists, he said. 


Shortages in chemical fertiliz­ 
ers, 
transportation 
facilities, 
machinery production and gen­ 
erating equipment have added 
to their woes. 
“Balance of payment diffi­ 
culties have further aggravat­ 
ed the problem and have made 
mainland China susceptible to 
external economic pressure,” 


Wu 
declares. 
“The 
Chinese 
Communists have been depend­ 
ent on Russia for much. But 
with the present split between 
the two it’s doubtful the Sov­ 
iets will give China all the 
help it wants. 


“The food shortage on the 
mainland is a direct result of 
decreased production nf 
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reals and potatoes. The failure 
of the so-called great leap for­ 
ward was,

Any allowance to the employee 
in excess of his expenses must 
be included in the employee’s 
income.

called upon to substantiate ex­ 
pense account information un­ 
less: 
1. His expenses exceed the 
total of the amounts charged 
to his employer and he claims 
a deduction on his return for 
such excess; or, 
2. He is related to his em­ 
ployer or is employed by a 
company in which he or his 
family owns more than 50 per 
cent of the stock; or 
3. It is determined that the 
procedures used by the employ­ 
er in accounting for these ex­ 
penses are not adequate. 
The rules for employees’ ex­ 
penses are ever more compli­ 
cated and every employee’s ex­ 
pense deduction is due for a 
more thorough going over than 
ever before. If you have ex­ 
penses for travel, entertain­ 
ment, etc., then you should 
keep accurate records to back 
up every item you deduct on 
your tax return. 
The Internal Revenue Serv­ 
ice provides form 2106 for re­ 
porting these.
